Tavo  departments  at  Northwest- 
ern State  College  have  been  award- 
ed an  interdepartmental  grant  in 
excess  of  three  thousand  dollars 
for  the  support  of  undergraduate 
research  programs  during  the 
1961-62  school  year.

V  100-unit  men's  residence 
hall  isTiow  completed  and  will  be 
ready  for  occupancy  in  the  sum- 
mer session.  The  SlOO.OOO-project 
consisted  of  the  conversion  and 
renovation  of  an  old  Navy  bar- 
racks building  which  was  formerly 
used  by  the  campus  laundry.  Op- 
erations began  in  the  fall  semester 
in  a  new  laundry  facility  which 
was  completed  during  the  summer. 

Also  nearing  completion  is  the 
new  $848,000  women's  residence 
hall  which  is  pictured  above. 

The  College  now  houses  1,800 
students  and  through  completion 
of  these  two  units  will  house  2,200 
next  fall. 

Projects  Pending 

Projects  pending  are  a  new 
200-unit  women's  residence  hall 
and  a  200-unit  men's  residence 
hall,  which  will  cost  an  estimated 
8600,000  each.  The  women's  resi- 
dence hall  will  be  constructed  in 
the  court  between  Bienville  Hall 
and  Central  Avenue.  The  men's 
residence  hall  will  be  constructed 
behind  West  Hall  on  the  new  west 
campus. 

Bids  are  pending  on  construc- 
tion projects  which  will  enlarge 
existing  bookstore  and  post  office 
facilities  in  the  Student  Center. 
The  project  will  cost  an  estimated 
S45,000  and  will  enlarge  the  two 
facilities  by  approximately  65%. 

Trips  Being  Made 

Members  of  the  administration 
and  architects  are  engaged  in 
making  trips  to  examine  coliseums 
in  Louisiana  and  neighboring 
states  preliminary  to  planning  the 
$1,200,000  health  and  physical  ed- 
ucation building  which  is  to  be 
constructed  south  of  Demon 
Stadium  and  fronting  on  Lake- 
shore  Drive.

J.  A.  Ducournau.  Sr.  was  elected 
Treasurer  of  Xormal,  with  a  sal- 
ary of  S500  per  annum  and  Mr. 
T.  P.  Chaplain  was  elected  Secre- 
tary at  a  salary  of  one  hundred 
dollars  per  annum. 

Mr.  T.  D.  Boyd  tendered  his 
resignation  as  President  of  the 
Faculty  of  Xormal  to  take  effect 
on  and  from  August  1.  1896  and 
on  motion  duly  seconded  his  resig- 
nation was  accepted. 

On  motion  duly  seconded  Pro- 
fessor B.  C.  Caldwell  was  nomi- 
nated and  unanimous  elected 
President  of  the  Faculty  of  this 
Institution,  his  term  of  office  as 
such  to  commence  on  August  1. 
1896.  and  to  last  for  one  year. 
j  On  motion  duly  seconded  re- 
'  solved  that  the  President  of  the 
Faculty  be  authorized  to  employ 
a  carpenter  to  do  all  necessary 
work  and  repairs  which  mav  be  re- 
quired on  the  Xormal  property  at 
a  salary  of  not  more  than  fiftv 
dollars  per  month.  The  said  car- 
penter to  also  look  after  the 
grounds,  to  keep  the  fence  and  im- 
provements generally  in  repair 
and  to  be  employed  by  the  month.
